Kneip then was handcuffed to 
adtree and Mrs. O’Dell beat him with 
a file about the head until he be- 
came unconscious, the confessions 
are said to declare. The handcuffs 
then were removed and the two 
Started away. 

O'Dell returned to get a letter 
from Kneip’s pocket and started to 
cut the clothing from the body. He 
Says, according to the police, Kneip 
sprang to his feet an@ struck him. 

Mrs. O'Dell then, says the police, 
struck Kneip on the head with the 
file and again knocked him uncon- 
scious. She also took a knife from 
the victim's ‘pocket and slashed 
him several times with it. 

The two hid the clothing and 
walked to the city. Bloodstained 
clothing belonging to O'Dell was 
found in their room. 


The parties to the tragedy are all,

Prosecution Claims That 
Dying Man Told Doctor, 
“Morris Threw Me Out 
of the Window’—Arrest 
Surprises Officials. 


Morris Feldman, a white barber, 
accused of the murder of Cc. D. 
Young, who was found unconsctous 
on Pryor street early Thursday 
morning, August 7, 1919, and who 
died at the Grady hospital with- 
out regaining consciousness, was 
taken into custody Friday morning 
and lodged at the Fulton county 
Tower. Later in the day he was 
released when he made bond of $10.- 
000. 

The warrant charging murder was 
sworn out by James E. Young, of 
Lawrenceville, father of the dead 
man, in the municipal court, and at 
once served on Feldman. 

Evidence Was Lacking. 

Young died under pecullar cir- 
cumstances, but the case was never 
brought before the grand jury for 
lack of evidence. According to the 
report of the investigation made by 
detectives at the time,_Young ar- 
rived at the Alabama hotel about 
1 o’clock Thursday morning and 
the night clerk at the establishment 
stated he was assigned to a room 
on the third floor. Two hours later 
Young was picked up in an uncon- 
scious condition on Pryor street and 
was rushed to the hospital, where 
he died at 5 o’clock, all efforts to 
revive him having proved futile. 
He was connected with the Cash 
barber shop. in Lawrenceville. He 
was 30 years of age and had served 
in the army. 

Lawyers for the prosecution allege 
fhat Youhg, with Feldman and Earl 
Walton, went to Walton’s home on 
the night of Young’s death, and while 
at that place a row ensued. Accord- 
ing to the lawyers, Young left Wal- 
ton's home about.midnight and went 
to the Alabama hotel. 

Arriving there, the attorneys al- 
lege, he asked the clerk for a “room 
with only one door,” declaring “I 
have had enough trouble for one 
night.” 

Fall« Nenr Doctor. 

A short time afterward Young 
was thrown out of a window, assert 
attorneys for the prosecution, fall- 
ing near a Dr, Inglehart, of La- 
vonia, who rushed to his side. 

“Morris threw me out of the win- 
dow,” was the statement made by 
the dying man to Dr. Inglehart, the 
attorneys declared, being repeated 
three times by the dazed man. 

According to the lawyers Dr. In- 
glehart conducted a post-mortem 
examination of the young man’s 
body and found an abrasion at the 
rear of the dead man's head. Both 
lees were broken by the fall. The 
prosecution's attorneys allege that 
the head wound would have been 
larger had it been stetained in the 
fall. They maintain that Young 
struck on the head bv a “billy” or 
some other heavy instrument and 
that hfs body was then hurled to 
the pavement.

When- 
ever London goes dry her east end 
will arise.” 

Commenting on prohibition in the 
United States, Dr. Morgan said: 

“It will be wonderful when the 
country is entirely dry and adjusted 
to it, but it will be some time be- 
fore you get settled down.”

IRWIN WILL ADK 
FOR CLEMENCY 


Petition Is Being Circu- 
lated Among Court Of- 


ficials — Judge and So- | 


licitor Decline to Sign 
Paper.

the Fulton superior ogee: 4 last No- 
vember, Rush Irwin, who shot and 
killed J. George Moody, in July, 
of 1919, will ask for executive 
clemency within the next few days, 
it became known at the courthouse 
Friday. 

Relatives and friends of Irwin 
have been circulating among court 
officials a petition asking that Gov- 
ernor Dorsey pardon him, and even 
went so far as to ask Solicitor 
John A. Boykin, who prosecuted 
the case, to sign the petition, ac- 
cording to Mr. Boykin. Mr. Boykin 
declined, as did Judge John D. 
Humphries, of the criminal divi- 
sion who presided in the trial. 

According to officials of the so- 
licitor’s office, the petition set out 
as one of the reasons for Irwin's 
immediate release the fact that he 
is needed to support his family. £E. 
A. Stephens, assistant solicitor, stat- 
ed that he had been informed thar 
Mrs. Erwin and members of her 
family were providing amply for 
the Irwin children and did not need 
any assistance from any other 
source, 

The Irwin case attracted much 
interest from the time of the shoot- 
ing until the conclusion of tha 
trial. Irwin shot Moody, a boarder, 
in the Irwin home in West End, 
and claimed the “unwritten law’ 
and self-defense. During the <b 
he attacked his wife, and sta 
that through her influence, ae | 
young daughters were led to tes- 
tify against him. Under the law. 
the wife cannot testify against her 
husband, and Mrs. Irwin did not 
take the stand in her defense. 

The jury in the case was out 
about 24 hours and then brought in 
a verdict of voluntary manslaughter, 
fixing the sentence at not less than 
one year and not more than one 
year. Immediately, a motion for a 
new trial was made, but was later 
withdrawn, and Irwin started to 
serve his sentence at the state farm 
at Milledgeville. 

It is rumored around the court- 
house that all the jurors who sat 
in the case have signed the peti- 
tion.

AMILIES MAY BE SENT 
TO JOIN DEPORTEES 


Officials Believe Much of 
Ground for Possible Re- 
prisals Will Be Re- 
moved If Families ‘Are 
Sent Overseas. 


Washington, January 9.—The 
government has definitely decided 
to render aid to the dependents of 
alien radicals whom it deports, As- 
sistant Attorney General Garvan 
announced today. Action in this dl- 
rection will be taken purely as a 
humanitarian measure and not be- 
cause of any obligations to the 
families of the aliens, he added. 

Federal} agents have been in- 
structed to investigate the circum- 
stances of all families from which 
the government has deported the 
breadwinner, . but Mr. Garvan 
warned that “no false sympathies 
would enter into the government's 
decision :in extending assistance.” 

It has not yet been determinea 
through what channels. provision 
will be made for the care of the 
persons left alone through the “fol- 
lies of their family heads.” It was 
indicated, however, that eventually, 
if the persons concerned so chose, 
they would be,sent to join the de- 
portees overseas. Legislation may 
be° necessary to accomplish this, 
but officials felt that by sending 
those people away the nation would 
be free from further trouble breed- 
ing by those particular strains of 
blood and thought. 

Officials also said much of ths 
ground for possible reprisals 
would be removed if the families 
were finally sent to join their 
leaders. 

While the government makes no 
provision for the families of per- 
sons sent to federal prisons, it was 
explained that deportation was a 
different metter and that because 
of its possible effect in Russia and 
countries it was 
care for persons left tere unpro- 
vided for as a result of deportation 
proceedings. 

REDS TO BE LANDED 
AT FINNISH PORT. 

Stockholm, January 9.—The 249 
undesirables deported from the 
United States on the transport Bu- 
ford, “the soviet ark,” probably will 
be landed at Hango, Finland, ana 
will proceed to Russia by rail un- 
der a strong guard, it was said here 
today. , 


Copenhagen, January 9.—Undesir- 
ables deported from the United 
States will be landed here and 
transshipped to Danzig, according to 
reports. The operation will be car- 
ried out under the supervision of 
the Danish police, it is said, and the 
radicals will not be permitted to 
come in contact with the popula- 
tion of the Danish metropolis. 

Each ship bringing deportees wil! 
bear six hundred persons, it is said, 
and the United States government 
has arranged with the United Ship- 
ping company of this city to take 
them from here to Danzig.

Washington, January 9.—There 
was considerable whistling today in 
the senate graveyard of treaty 
hopes. There was talk of revolt 
against President Wilson. There was 
some indorsement of the Bryan 
stand. There was voluble optimism 
as to compromise ratificati-n. The 
one thing lacking in all of this 
cloakroom conversation to carry 
conviction was a simple explanation 
as to how the compromise could be 
brotght about. In so far as the com- 
ment of senate leaders on the Jack- 
son day treaty rumpus reflected sen- 
ate sentiment, the Wilson pronounce- 
ment did not alter the situation. A 
majority of the democrats were 
agreed they would never vote to rat- 
ify with the Lodge reservations, 
which the president denounted. The 
republicans contended that modifica- 
tion of the Lodge program was im- 
possible. 
Here, briefly, Is 
leaders had to say: 
Mr. Hitchcock, for the administra- 
tion: “I never intended to go any 
farther than interpretative reserva- 
tions. We don’t stand for a repudia- 
tion of the obligation in Article X.”

Eight men were indicted by the 
Fulton county grand jury Friday 
on the charge of stealing automo- 
biles. Odell Armour, W. L. Cox and 
H. Parks Terrell, arrested recently 
in the round-up of alleged automo- 
bile thieves, were indicted on: sev- 
eral counts, while S. S. Henry, alias 
Henry Adams, F. B. Fitch, Walter 
Strickland, John Batchelor and an 
eighth man who is still at large 
were indicted on one charge each, 

It is understood that the grand 
jury considered the reported con- 
fession of Armour, against whom 
four true bills were reutrned; the 
evidence submitted by Detectives 
Malcolm and Meeks, who caught 
Cox, and other evidence submittea 
by the detectives against Terrell. 

The detectives who arrested the 
three men claim that they are the 
“working members” of an organ- 
ized gang. The wives of Armour 
and Cox were released from custody 
Thursday night after the men had 
made confessions to the officers, it 
is said, completely exonerating th» 
two women of any complicity in 
theft of automobiles. The women 
were arrested when they went on 
their daily visit to the Tower. The 
cases will be put on the criminal] 
docket next week for trial, it was 
stated at the courthouse.

Mr. Washburn said that his com- 
pany had acquired the American 
rights to the cyanamid process of 
Setting nitrogen from the air from 
the German inventors in 1907, with 
the intention of using it in connec- 
tion with extensive hydro-electric 
developments he had promoted in 
Alabama, When the United States 
was about to enter the war, he said, 
he offered the services of the com- 
pany to the government, but they 
were not accepted until after the 
government had started work on an- 
other air nitrate plant at Sheffield, 
Ala., to use another process. This 
plant, according to members of the 
committee, cost $22,000,00, and was 
abandoned after it had produced 
fifty tons of ammonium sulphate. 


Colonel Hoffer In Questioned. 

Colonel J. E. Hoffer, who was for- 
merly chief of the gun division, was 
asked by the committee about the 
necessity for building air nitrate 
plants when the government had on 
hand 600,000 tons of Chilean nitrate 
when the armistice was signed. He 
said that, if the war had been pro- 
longed, there would have been @ 
shortage of nitrates for explosives, 
even had the partially built air ni- 
trate plants at Taledo and Cincin- 
nati been completed. 

Mr. Washburn denied responsibil- 
ity for business dealings of the Air 
Nitrates corporation, which is a sub- 
sidiary of the American Cyanamid 
company; with the Alabama Power 
company and the Muscle Shoals Hy- 
dro-Electric company. He said that, 
at his request, government officials 
made any contracts for power in 
this connection that were necessary. 

He added that the Muscle Shoals 
plant would have “extraordinary 
economic usefulness for the country 


eventually.” 


OWNERS OF AUTOS 
SLOW IN PAYING 
| LICENSE TAXES 


Owners of automobiles are fol- 
lowing the same course that they 
have pursued in former years in 
delaying to make application for 
tags until towards the expirtaion 
of the period, when the law says 
they must have them in order to 
run their cars, Secretary of State 


McLendon said yesterday. 

While it is true that the number 
of applications received so far thi 
year are in excess of what t 
were at the corresponding period 
last year, they are not what they 
should be if owners expect to use 
their cars continuously. 

Under the law no automobile can 
be run after March 1 without a 
1920 tag. Any user of a car with 
a 1919 tag is subject to arrest and 
fine after that date. Last year on 
March 1, there were 35,000 applica- 
tions in the office of the secretary 
of state for car tags. No matter 
how efficient may be the operation 
of the secretary of state’s office, 
this number of licenses cannot be 
issued in a day. : 

Only by sending in their applica- 
toins at once, Mr. McLendon says, 
may owners of cars be assured in 
getting them in time to save them- 
selves from being denied the use 
of their machines while waiting for 
tags to be delivered. If many wait, 
the congestion in his office will be 
greater than it was last year be- 
cause the process of checking cars 
and collecting the tax is more com- 
niax wonder the new lew.

Do you know 

How much you should eat to re- 
duce?

if you are exactly the weight you 
should be—or, rather, if you are 
satisfied with your present weight 
whatever it is—then the above 
questions may seem foolish to you. | 
But if you.want to reduce or to 
Sain, you will find that the subject 
of food quantities or food values is 
a most important one for you to 
study. : 

You can, if you wish, find out to 
within an ounce how much food you 
should consume every day in’ order 
to gain or to reduce your weight. 
This is done by a simple arithmet- 
ical process of multiplying your 
ideal weight by certain figures 
worked out by physicians, and the 
answer will be the number of cal- 
ories of food which you require 
every day. Then all you need do 
is to keep a table of the caloric 
values of foods and you will know 
exactly what you are eating. If 
you don’t wish to go to this bother, 
[I can give you in round numbers 
about what you must eat ever day: 

A child of 2 to 6, 1,000 to 1,600 
calories. ; 

A child of 6 to 12, 1,600 to 2,500

calories. 

Growing children require as much 
food, and frequently more food, 
than their grown-up parents. A 
grown man, for instance, will re- 
quire anywhere from 2,000 to 4,000 
calories per day, depending upon 
whether he is completely resting 
or whether he is working hard. A 
woman will require anywhere from 
1,600 to 3,000 calories per day, de- 
pending on whether she is complete- 
ly resting or engaged in strenuous 
work.

THE SCHOOL SITUATION. 


In his financial report covering 
the year just closed, submitted to 
the board of education at its reor- 
ganization meéting last Thursday, 
City School Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes called attention to condi- 
tions and requirements existing in 
the Atlanta public school system 
that cannot be ignored, but must 
be met and satisfied if the educa- 
tlonal facilities of this city are to 
be brought up to a standard in 
keeping with demand. 

For instance, he declared that 
the teachers “have shown unswerv- 
ing loyalty. to.the system during a 
‘Ime when they have barely been 
able to live on thelr salaries;” and 
he expressed the hope “that imme- 
diate provision will be made by the 
present city council to grant the 
salary increases that have been 
asked for.” : 

This is a matter that has been 
hanging fire and fn a state of agi- 
tation long enough, and the time 
has come when the city Is faced 
with necessity of finding the money 
with which to raise the scale of 
its teachers’ pay or else suffer a 
complete break-down of its school 
system, 

Also the superintendent stated 
in his report that the new compul- 
‘sory attendance law effective Jan- 
vary 1, brings about a situation 
with which the city Is unprepared 
to cope. 

In other worda, the law—one of 
the most constructive and pro- 
gressive statutes ever enacted in 
Georgia~has reached out into the

| Struct a branch running westward 


to connect with the Madeira Ma- 
more and link Brazil up with the 
Pan-American railroad that comes 
down the west coast of South Amer- 
ica. He also confirms the statement 
that Brazil is to build the capitol 
of the republic in the exact geo- 
graphical center of the country, 


About one-quarter of the railroad 
from Rio north to Para has been 
constructed, he says, and the re- 
mainder of the line has been sur- 


veyed. Brazil is handicapped, he 
explains, by the lack of railroads. 
Today it takes only two days long- 
er to travel from Rio de Janeiro to 
New York than from Rio to Para. 
When fast boats are in service be- 
tween Rio and New York, as is like- 
ly to be the case within a year or 
two, the journey from Rio to New 
York can be made in twelve or 
thirteen days. Now it takes seven- 
teen. It takes fifteen to travel from 
tio to Para. 


Illustrative of the high cost of 
travel, Senhor Bomfim says the 
steamship rate between Rio and 
New York is $395, first “class, and he 
does not speak approvingly of the 
accommodations you get for that 
money. 


If first-class and fast steamships 
were in service between North and 
South America, Senhor Bomfim says, 


there would be a large amount of 
travel. In“ expectation of such 
travel, Rio has added to its hotel 
accommodations materially, and, as 
it is rcrhaps the most beautiful city 
in the world, it is the expectation 
of Brazilians that many North 
Americans will find a jaunt to the 
southern continent as delightful as 
in former times they found in going 
to Hurope, 

The laying out of the railroad 
route from Rio to Para, Senhor 


Bomfim adds, was commemorated 
by the presentation to Dr. Frontin,

director of the Central railroad, who 
made the survey, of a great shield 
of gold on which the line was traced 
and the stations marked by dia- 
monds and other precious stones. 


The Iron Age estimates the auto- 
mobile industry will require in 1920 
about 1,300,000 tons of iron and 


steel for passenger cars, and the 
additional consumption for trucks 
and tractors probably -will bring 
the total up to 1,500,000 tons. 


It says the Ford Motor company 
manufactured approximately 800,000 
cars in 1919 and intends to turn out 


considerably more in 1920. At one 
period of 1919, just prior to the 
steel strike, the Ford company was 
producing nearly 4,000 cars a day, 
but this has been reauced decidedly 
of late owing to shortage of steel 
and coal. 


Railroad executives fear it will 
be a long time before they can get 
their forces of trainmen, shopmen, 


trackmen and others back to the 
state of efficiency that character- 
ized the operation of the transpor- 
tation linés before they came under 
governmental control. There prob- 
ably is no road in America that has 
so good a force today as three or 
four years ago. The men are “out 
of hand,” so to speak, and it will 
take long, patient and careful ef- 
fort to restore the fine organiza- 
tions of former days. Few tasks 
aré more difficult than to revive in 
any army or in a large industrial 
body the earnest spirit and pride of 
achievement once it is destroyed. 


The baneful effect of gover- 


mental operation was to imbue the 
railroad worker with the idea that 
this afforded an opportunity fof him 
to obtain the largest reward 
through the least work and the 
shortest number cf hours. 

Today, with 2,000,000 men, the 
railroads are hard pressed to accom- 
plish aS much as was performed by 
1,800,000 or less, and the wage bill 
has been increased enormously. 


Much of the decline in railroad 


efficiency may be ascribed to the 
general let-down after the extraor- 
dinary strain of the war period, but 
it is about time for the railroader to 
“come back.”

railroad man to be a slacker. 
Quite the contrary.

The Conservation of So-called Liver 


Pills, 

Constipation in most instances is 
due to carelessness and neglect of 
regular natural habit, ultra-refined 
diet, lack of daily exercise, and the 
reckless use of physics. 

I might join the chorus of voices 
raised against the anemic staff of 
life we lean on nowadays. I might 
say some hard things about reféned 
White flour and the bread made from 
it, if I didn’t like this colorless, de- 
naturized bread, So I shall merely 
mention—and give me credit for not 
saying “in passing’’—as though the 
reader were too dull to realize that 
I am passing—that brown bread, 
graham flour bread, contains vita- 
mines, iron, mineral salts and other 
valuable elements which are want- 
ing in refined white flour bread. 
Graham bread is laxative; refined 
white flour bread is not. 

Wheat bran is not merely rough- 
age. The human digestive tract can 
assimilate some nourishment out of 
bran. Wheat bran contains consid- 
erable assimilable fat. It is perhaps 
the most natural physic one can 
take every day with advantage and 
without harmful after-effects. 
Wheat bran is mostly indigestible; 
but do not let that worry you.-A 
considerable portion of the food 
you and I eat every day is indiges- 
tible, for which fact let ug _ be 
thankful. The indigestiblility of bran 
is the reason why it is such a good 
laxative. 

Here are some good ways to take 
wheat bran daily. 

Bran Gems. 

One egg well beaten; a pinch of 
salt; butter the size of a walnut, 
melted; one cupful each of white 
flour, wheat bran and sweet milk; 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, 
Bake in gem tins. These never fail 
to please the hired man. 

Bran Bread, 

1% cups milk; 3 teaspoonfuls/mo- 
lasses; three tablespoonfuls lard; 
1% cakes compressed yeast; % cup 
lukewarm water; 2% cups white 
flour; 2 cups wheat flour; 2 cups 


wheat bran; 1% cups graham 
flour; tablespoonful salt. 

Scald the milk and cogl to blood 
temperature. Make a smooth paste 
of.the molasses, lard, yeast and 
lukewarm milk. Then add the flour 
to make a sponge. Beat the sponge 
five -‘minutes, cover and set in a 
warm piace until it rises to about 
double its original bulk. Now add 
the salt and bran, and give the 
thing a wicked beating for _ five 
minutes in a bowl. Making bread is 
fine exercise for reducing or devel- 
oping the bust. Half fill with the 
dough a well greased bread tin, and 
lightly massage the dough in the 
tin with lard. Let it stand in a 
warm place until it rises to the top 
of the tin. Then bake one hour, tak- 
ing pains not to jar the dough when 
putting it in the oven, else it will 
go flat. ° 

If desired, from one-half to one 
cupful of raisins may be added when 
the bran is added. The raisins should 
first be soaked a few minutes in 
scalding water and then dried. Or 
one-half to one cupful of walnut 
meat may be added if preferred. The 
meat should be chopped up first. 
This bread is warranted to bring 
home in 
time for supper. 

Bran Cookies. 

1 cup wheat bran; one cup white 
flour; one cup sugar; % cup gra- 
ham flour; % cup milk; % cup gra 
lasses; 2 tablespoorguls butter or 
lard: one egg; 2 teaspoonfuls baking 
powder; % teaspoonful salt. Beat 
together the butter, egg, milk and 
sugar. Add the other ingredients. 
Drop the mixed batter with spoon 
on a well greased pan. Bake about 
half an hour in a hot oven. These 
cookies go fast when served as a 
night lunch with a glass of milk. 

Bran Macaroons. 

One egg, modern; cup granulated 
sugar, but pray shed no blood to 
get this ingredient; 2% tablespoon- 
fuls flour, one cup almonds Finely 
chopped; 2% tablespoonfuls wheat 
bran. Beat egg and sugar until very 
licht. Add the nuts, then the flour 
and bran. Drop on buttered tins and 
bake in a medium oven ten min-

The word “real” is about as am- 
biguous as any word in the lan- 
guage. Common sense takes it to 
mean what can be seen, heard, 
touched; uncommon sense believes 
in what eye hath not seen, or ear 
heard, or what has not yet entered 
into the heart of man.

Which is 
right, the solid individual or the 
dreamer? 


Imaginary#reals may mean more 
to you than practical ones. Which 
is the more nearly real, home or 


apartment, father or mah, war or 
guns, love or .caress? Often it 


seems that the spider webs of imag- | 


ination are more real than the huge 
beams from which they are. sus- 
pended. 

You cannot get‘at the real in 
things, acts, or events without a 
definite amount of imagining. In 
your case, the whole war took place 
in your own mind, fed as it was by 
reports but made up of your free 
imaginings about it. The real of 
past history is an imagined real in 
which the historian is poet. The 
Past is just as much a dream as 
the future. 

What we call America was a bit 


of imagination on the part of Co- 


lumbus, just as Victory was origi- 
nally a dream in the brains of Foch, 
Pershing, Haig. Imaginative people 
with their dreams are the leading 
citizens of the national Tomorrow. 

You have too much common sense 
and are too little inclined to fly. 
You are inclined to say, “What is, 
is, what will be, will be,” when in 
truth, “what is” depends upon in- 
terpretation, “what will be” hinges 
on what you will make it. If lack 
of imagination were the rule of 
reality, then beast, idiots and over- 
practical people would be correct; 
Sages, poets, s¢ientists, wrong. 

Imagination is little more than 
intelligent memory; it gives the in- 
ner meaning of memory. In prac- 
tical life we have facts innumeraadte 
with more coming in every day, so 
that the one thing needful in human 
knowledge is the weaving process 
of imagination whereby the raw 
material of mind may be turned 
into fabrics. 

The remedy for too much dream- 
ing is more dreaming, and you must 
save yourself from the poison by an 
overdose. Have we imagined tov 
much about America? We have nuot 
yet begun to get the reality of our 
country from the vast imaginings 
which it deserves.

London, January 9.—Why has Eng- 
land failed to settle the Irish con- 
troversy? ’ 

The answer is: England is will- 
ing and anxious for a settlement, 
and it has *been rendered impossible 
only through the inability or re- 
fusal of the Irish themselves to 
agree upon a plan of government. 

This is the truth of the situation, 
but it is not the answer with whicn 
Americans in recent months have 
become most familiar. Spokesmen 
for one party to the three-cornered 
Irish dispute have charged Great 
Britain with deliberately obstruct- 
ing any adjustment of the difficulty. 
Those intimately in touch with Ire-. 
land’s internal dissensions and her 
vexed relations with Great Britain, 
however, know the fallacy of this 
claim and point to the almost ob- 
vious motive for its circulation. 

In their search for “arguments” 
which might turn the sympathetic 
ear of the United States to their 
platform, Sinn Fein agitators saw 
the advantage and persuasive power 


of representing Ireland as chafing 
under an “autocratic” England, 
struggling for freedom, helplessly 
bound to a “despotic” imperial gov- 
ernment which secretly balked 
every move toward adjustment ot 
the trouble. Ireland was depicted 
as a part of the British empire 
whose people had agreed among 
themselves on a plan for self-gov- 
ernment—a nation with its mind 
made up as to what it wanted, but 
bd ag was “selfishly, unjustly” de- 
nied. 


Those who spread this anti-Brit- 
ish misrepresentation—the Spanish- 
born de Valera and his Sinn Fein 
associates—have themselves walled 


up all avenues_to an amicablk ad- 
justment by their uncompromising 
demand that all Ireland shall be 
placed under the dictation of south- 
ern—Celtic, Catholic, Sinn Fein Ire- 
land.

Ing denied the benefits of one of 
the cardinal principles for which 
the United States entered the war— 
the liberation of small nations—are 
hurled back at them by their avow- 
ed desire to bring Ulster under their 
domination. 

England, acknowledging the jus- 
tice of self-determination claims of 
small nations, has offered Celtic Ire- 


‘land a parliament of her own and 
full control of her own affairs, 
which she will, not accept because 
England will not countenance her 
infringement of the ‘ of an- 
Other political entity—Ulster. 


Not only does the Sinn Fein fac- 
tion of Irish “home-rule” agitators 
demand supremacy over all Ireland: 


they have written alongside that 
demand one for complete separa- 
tion of Ireland from Great Britain— 
the constitution of Ireland as an 
independent republic. Why Eng- 
land has, and must continue to re- 
fuse consideration of this demand is 
self-evident. In time of war the 
existence of an autonomous nation 
within such access of the English 
coast would constitute a menace to’ 
Great Britain and the United States 
the gravity of which any schoolboy 
can readily appreciate. 


Failing in their unreasoning de- 
mands, Sinn Fein trouble-breedera 
have recently concentrated their ef- 


forts on the United States—hoping 
that by drawing for the American 
public a bogus picture of alleged 
“barbarities” on the part of the 
British, the tremendous moral force 
of the western republic might, by 
false pretense, be placed behind 


.their movement.

Mexico: Some 


Timely Facts 


Washington, January 9.—Perti- 
nent geographical facts about Mex- 
ico are given in the following bul- 
letin of the National Geographic so- 
ciety. 

“Prior to 1836 Mexico, as a Span- 
ish colony, and the United States 
covered approximately equal areas 
of North America, but the Texas 
secession and the result of the Mex- 
ican war added nearly a million 
square miles to our territory, and 


the extent of Mexico now is less 
than one-fourth that of continental 
United States,” says the bulletin, 


which is based on several communi- 
cations to the society. 


“But our neighbor republic still. 


has territorial expanse equal to the, 


“aggregate of Austria, Hungary, ve. . 
and - 


many, France, Great Britain 


Ireland. 

“The total area of the republic of 
Mexico (767,000 square miles) is less 
than that of our five largest states 
California, Montana, New 
Mexico and Arizona—combined, all 
of these except Montana having 
ben a part of New Spain seventy- 
five years ago. None of the thirty- 
one political subdivisions of our 
neighbor is as large as any of the 
five states named, but four Mexican 
states contiguous to the United 
States aggregate an extent 
than that of Texas. 

“Chihuahua, the largest Mexican 
state, approximates in area (87,000 
square miles) that of Utah, Sonora 
(77,000 square miles) of Nebraska, 
Cdahuila (63,000 square miles) of 
Georgia, and Durango (40,000 square 
miles) of Kentucky. Nine subdi- 
Visions of the United States (ex- 
cluding Alaska) are larger than 
Chihuahua, fifteen of greater mag- 
nitude than Sonora and thirty-two 
ae than Durango. The rugged 
and desert character of the Mexican 
border states support sparse popu- 
lations, except where mining ex-

Juan and Sangre de Christo ranges

This is not a direct line, but has 
five changes in alignment, which 
have been accurately surveyed and 
established by 258 permanent monu- 
ments easily distinguishable. 


“Mexico has an area approximate- 
ly one-fourth of that of the United 
States, a fourth of whose area once 
belonged to Mexico. It has a coast- 
line some 6,000 miles long, although 
its greatest length is less than 2,000 
miles and its greatest breadth only 
750 miles. Although its area is 
one-fourth that of Brazil, its 
population is approximately equal 
to that of the largest republic of 
the southern continent. 

“Some 15,000,000 souls live within 
its borders, of whom more than two- 
thirds can neither read nor write. 

“Of the total population, only 19 
per cent are white, 43 per cent are 
of mixed parentage, while 38 per 
cent still maintain their Indian 
blood uncorrupted. The foreign 
population in 1912 numbered 100,000 
souls, of whom 30,000 were Ameri- 
cans, 20,000 Spanish and 6,000 Brit- 
ish. 

“Mexico probably has a greater 
range of remarkable vegétation 


than any other country in the 
world. 


“No other country In the New 
World, south of the Rio Grande, was 
so well supplied with railroads as 
was Mexico prior to the Madera 
revolution. Then it had 20,000 miles 
of up-to-date American railroad. 
At six different points lines crossed 
the frontier from the United States, 
and Laredo, Eagle Pass and El Paso 
gateways handled much traffic to 
and from Mexico. The Mexican raill- 
roads carried 11,000,000 passengers 
annually at that time, and handlea 
about 11,000,000 tons of freight. 
Their total revenues amounted to 
about $40,000,000. 

“Humboldt once pronounced Mex- 
ico ‘the treasure-house of the world. 
Before the world war it produced 
one-third of the world’s silver, a 
considerable percentage of its gold, 


one-ninth of its lead and one- 
twentieth of its copper. The coun- 
try’s mineral production, exclusive 
of iron, coal and petroleum, amount- 
ed to $158,000,000 in 1919. With the 
exception of Campeche, Tabasco and 
Yucatan, every state in the Mexican 
republic possesses mines, of which 
there are 21,000, covering 633,000 
acres of mineral lands, and giving 
employment to half a million men, 
Yet probably less than ovge-fourth 
of the mineral poasibilities of the 
republic have been exploited. Prior 
to the outbreak of the Madero rev- 
olution, upward -of 000 mining 
claims were registered each year.

It was intimated tonight, 
however, that they had found con- 
siderable opposition to the assem- 
bly’s program in dealing with its 
socialist members. 

During the day the executive com- 
mittee of the socialist party of New 
York issued a statement demand- 
ing that the assembly immediately 
revoke its action, which it de- 
nounced as a direct affront to the 
voters of the state, disgraceful and 
un-American, 

The socialists’ fight for reinstate- 
ment will be championed by the 
ablest lawyers they can hire, it was 
announced. Propaganda will form a 
large part of a campaign to turn 
the assembly’s action into a boom- 
erang and compel reinstatement 
through public opinion, it was 

In a statement issued late in the 
day Charles Solomon, one of the sus- 
pended assemblymen, declared un- 
due emphasis had been placed on 
the “manifest6 of the socialist 
party,” adopted at the national con- 
vention in Chicago, asserting that It 
was being used in the “plot to un- 
seat us.” 

The Central Federated union, rep- 
resenting more than 200,000 union 
workers affiliated with the Amert- 
ean Federation of Labor, unani- 
mously adopted a resolution tonight 
denouncing the assembly for its ac- 
tion. The resolution declared that 
the “working people have nothing 
to expect from the dominant po- 
litical parties,” and that they can 
only secure “true representation 
and industrial democracy” by unit- 
ing politically and by “taking over 
th-. government.” 

“nree hundred delegates were 
present at the méeting. The res- 
olution read in part: : 

“Resolved, by the Central Feder- 
ated union of Greater New York und 
vicinity, representing over 200,000 
trade unionists affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, that 
this action of the legislature be 
condemned vehemently and without 
any reservation; and, be it further 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this body that such action is a 
flaming torch thrown by reckless 
hands into the present hysterical 
fire against all so-called radical 


bodies, which is spreading, and the 


structures of labor, built by years 
of effort, may be caught next in the 
flames.”

Novocherkassk 
is 20 miles northeast of Rostov, the 
principal seaport of the Don Cos- 
sack region. 

The town of Krasnoyarsk, eastern 
Siberia, has been captured by the 
bolsheviki, according to eae Moscow 
wireless dispatch. 

“The remnants of the first, second 
and third enemy armies have sur- 
rendered and 60,000 prisoners al- 
ready have been counted,” says the 
dispatch. 

Another Moscow dispatch says 
the booty captured by the reds on 
the southern front in Russia in the 
present offensive includes 400 guns, 
1,000 machine guns, 11,000 rifles, 18 
armored trains, 200 locomotives, 
10,000 wagons and large stores of 
food and munitions, together with 
35,000 prisoners, 


FOREIGN AGENTS 
LEAVE IRKUTSK. 


Washington, January’ 9.—Advices 
to the state department today from 
Siberia and European Russia sum- 
marizing the Russian situation, as- 
serted that the foreign representa- 
tives had quit Irkutsk, that the Jap- 
anese had taken control of the Bai- 
kal railway tunnels, that the bofl- 
sheviki were practically unopposed 
at Taiga, and were advancing in 
south Russia, that hostilities be- 
tween Esthonia and the soviet had 
ceased and that the Polish troops 
were making inroads in territory 
formerly controlled by Denikine’s 
forces. 

The advices said that while no 
definite news had been received as 
to the location of Admiral Kolchak’s 
headquarters, he had not yet reach- 
ed Irkutsk, wher® the Czech forces 
have taken over the railroad sta- 
tion. 

Ernest L. Harris, the American 
consul general at Irkutsk, now is 
at Verkhni-Udinsk, having left 
Irkutsk with the other representa- 
tives of the foreign governments, 
who moved farther east. 

In the south of Russia the forces 
operating under General Denikine, 
the advices said, have been cut in 
two by the bolshevik thrust, which 
has penetrated to the sea of Azov. 

In the northwest, while an armi- 
atice between the Esthonians and 
eoviet Russia has been signed, the 
Poles and Letts, through the cap- 


ture of Dvinsk, have straightened 
out their lines and-obtained direct 
railroad communication between Po- 
land and Riga. Inithe Ukraine the 
Polish troops have ‘taken over ter- 
ritory abandoned by the Denikine 
forces occupying Jitomir and Pros- 
kurv. “——

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SOOT MEASURE 


In Direct Opposition to 
Resolutions of American 
Legion, Bill Would 
Scrap War Risk Insur- 
ance Bureau. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, January 9.—Members 
of the United States senate for the 
last several days have been indus- 
triously studying Senator Smoot’s 
long-heralded bill to “scrap” the 
bureau of war risk insurance to see 
whether it lives up to his assured 
promise that ‘it will increasg ef- 
ficiency and decrease expenditures. 
The bill, which is in direc po- 
Sition to resolutions adopted by the 
American legion at its Minneapolis 
convention, abolishes the bureau 
and scatters its functions among 
eight separate governmental de- 
partments or bureaus. 

Should the measure pass, the war 
and navy departments and _ the 
coast guard would have charge of 
the administration of allotments 
and allowances, accordmg to Sen- 
ator Smoot; commissioner of pen- 
sions, adjudication and payment of 
claims of compensation; postoffice 
department, administration of mili- 
tary and naval insurance features; 
and shipping board, administration 
Of marine insurance features. In 
addition, a committee of five mem- 
bers from the treasury, war, navy, 
interior and postoffice departments 
would supervise the distribution of 
files, records, papers, furniture, etc., 
of the present bureau. 

Question of Effficiency, 

Whether a compact bureau under 
one head with a single department 
for files and recerds could not 
function more efficiently than a 
number of little bureaus is’- the 
question uppermost in the minds of 
the senators who are studying Sen- 
ator Smoot’s new plan, 

In a lengthy address defending 
his bill, Senator Smoot laid special 
stress on the great saving in ex- 
penditures which would result if 
the bureau of war risk insurance 
was “scrapped.” When asked if the 
added work thrown on other de- 
partments would not cause them to 
increase their staffs, he added that 
if his measure passes, “the post- 
master general estimates for thirty- 
two hundred additional employees 
to_de the work,” and “both the war 
department and the navy depart- 
ment would require an additional 
number of employees to the extent 
of 2,150." In light of the fact that

favorable view of prospects for 
early action on the peace treaty 
and lower Liverpool cables. 

The opening was barely steady at 
an advance of 10 points on Decem- 
ber, but 55 points lower on April 
and 9 to 28 points lower on the 
active positions, which sold about 22 
to 32 points below last night’s 
closing figures right after the call. 
Except for scattering liquidation 
and Wall atreet selling there ap- 
peared to be very little pressure 
against prices, however, and the 
market soon turned firmer on bull- 
ish spot advices, trade buying and 
renewed covering. 

Trading wos only moderately ac- 
tive later, but prices ruled general- 
ly steady and firm, reaching the 
highest levels of the day in the late 
trading, when May sold a 35.23 and 
July at 22.48, or about 16 to 28 points 
net higher on present crop posi- 
tions.

Weekly Cotton Review 


New York, January 9.—After sefl- 
ing up to 37.21 for March contracts 
early in the week the cotton mar- 
ket became nervous over the ques- 
tion of money conditions and re- 
ports of a less active spot demand.

spot holders earlier in the season.

The main sustaining influence, 
however, still appeared to be the 
reports of a continued active de- 
mand for goods and the strong ton 
of the goods markets.

BRYAN’S SPEECH 
FOR COMPROMISE 
GOES INTO RECORD 


Washington, January 9. — The 
speech of William Jennings Bryanat 
the Jackson day banquet here, which 
in addition to opposing any effort 


paign, advocated a speedy compro- 
mise, was put into the senate record 
today by Senator McCormick, re- 


publican, of Illinois, after the presi- 
dent’s letter announcing his stand 
had been presented by Senator 
Hitchcock. Senator McCormick re- 
quested that the two “be printed 
in juxtaposition,” in view of re- 
ports that they are agreed on the 
treaty. 


Lowell Opposes Article Ten. 

No debate developed and only on 
one other occasion during the day 
was there a mention on the senate 
floor of the treaty or the Jackson 
day developments. That was when 
Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, a 
reservation democrat, put in a let- 
ter from President Lowell, of Har- 
vard, asking that the democrats 
show a willingness to compromise 
on article 10. 

Although in the past an advocate 
of unreserved ratification, Presi- 
dent Lowell wrote that if article 
ten was a stumbling block to a 
compromise, the administration 
might well concede a point, since 
the real strength of the covenant in 
preventing wars seemed to rest in 
the economic boycott provisions of 
article sixteen. ‘ 

“It seems to me,” the letter con- 
tinued, “that Article X ig not well 
adapted to-promote peace, and does 
involve obligations which it is not 
Wise to accept.” 


Bryan Leaves Washington. 

Mr. Bryan did not tarry long in 
Washington, leaving early in tha 
day for Lincoln, Neb., where he will! 
speak Monday. He will deliver an 
address in New York January 138. 
So far as was learned, he did not 
confer with democratic leaders here 
before his departure. 

The cabinet met in its regular 
session today, but if the members 
discussed the split between the 
president and Mr. Bryan on _ the 
treaty issue, or Mr. Wilson’s stand, 
they would not admit it. 

Democratic leaders did not  at- 
tempt, however, to minimize § the 
effect that the split between thw 
president and his former secretary 
of state might have both at the 
convention and at the polls in No- 
vember, if it should be carried that 
far. They recalled the dominant 
role Mr. Bryan played at the Balti- 
more gathering when Mr. Wilson 
first was nominated and while the 
convention time is yet in the dis- 
tance, some ofethem, at least, look 
forward to stirring events in San 
Francisco. 

Many political observers feel it 
fs yet too early to accurately esti- 
mate the position in which the 
cleavage between the president and 
the foremost democrat in private 
life leaves the party. They feel the 
Situation must settle down a little, 
that stock must be taken and that 
the opinions of the rank and file 
must be sounded. 


May Mean a Fight. 


Whether the position of the two 
men, now definitely announced, 
means a fight in the national con- 
vention reminiscent of the spec- 
tacular battle in Baltimore in 1912, 
when Mr. Bryan forced the presi- 
dent’s nomination and reversed the 
traditional practice of the party 
conventions in giving a nomination 
to a candidate who commanded a 
majority vote, none of the party 
leaders is willing to predict for 
publication. 

Many of the democratic leaders 
who gathered here for the Jackson 
day deliberations left today for their 
homes. Chairman Homer S. Cum- 
mings, of the natitonal committee, 
conferred with some of those re- 
maining concerning arrangementa 
for the party convention on June 28, 
but no definite decision was 
reached.

NEW-YEAR PLANS 
AT COOPER STREET

LESSEE TO SPEND 
$60,000 ON HOTEL 
OWNED BY STATE 


Chairman Murphey Candler, .of the 
railroad commission, was in receipt 
yesterday of a letter from J. B. 
Pound, lessee of the Southern Ex- 
press building and the Eastern ho- 
tel in Chattanooga, properties owned 
by the state that formerly went 
with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, notifying him that $60,000 
was to be expended at once on the 
first building in fitting it up*to be 
used as a hotel. 

Mr. Pound is the proprietor of 
the Hotel Patten, Chattanooga’s 
leading hotel and he expects to 
make of the Soutnern Express build- 
ing an annex to that hotel with 80 
rooms. The other property of the 
state, known as the Eastern hotel, 
M.r Pound writes, is to be repaired 
putting on a new roof and in- 
stalling baths in 30 of the rooms. 

The rental,.which the state gets 
for these properties is on a sliding 
scale, to be increaed In 10-year pe- 
riods for the 50-year life of the 
lease. It averages $1,000 per month 
net to the state for the entire time, 
which is equivalent to 6 per cent 
interest net on a valuation of $200,- 
000.

nother Russian Violinist’ 
Delights Atlanta Audience 


/ 


Atlanta’s good fortune in having 
two concert courses which, between 
them, are bringing her the most dis- 
tinguished and.the most sensation- 
al artists on the concert stage, was 
again emphasized last night, when 
young Toscha Seidel delighted a 
large audience at the Auditorium, 
this event one of the All-Star series. 

One of the marvelous group of 

young Russians headed by Heifitz, 
who have come out of the east ai- 
most simultaneously, and who are 
all of stcch tender years that any 
kind of virtuosity might almost en- 
title them youthful prodigies, their 
genius has proved in each instance 
to be, not of the prodigy type, but 
of the artist class. 
And so last night with Seidel, he 
of the diminutive first name, which 
might almost be considered a mas- 
cot, since all of his young coun- 
trymen who have of late .so stam- 
peded the musical world of Ameri- 
ca, have rejoiced in similar diminu- 
tives—Jascha, Toscha, Mischa, and 
the hike. 

He is at present primarily the 
virtuoso, but no mere mechanical 
performer of feats. While they are 
startling, and he dazzles constantly 
with the brilliance of his work, it 
is the fervor, the passion in his 
playing that is its distinction, and 
that robs it.of any mechanical re- 
proach. 

In the Chaconne of Vitali, which 
opened his program, he seemed 
fairly to push the melody and the 
capacity of ‘his instrument to the 
limit of impassioned utterance. and 


the * same ardor appropriately 
marked the first movéement—allegro 
molto appassionato—of the Mendel- 
ssohn Concerto in E minor. The 
last movement was as sprightly, as 
sparkling as a brilliant woman, sure 
of her success. 

In the andante of the concerto, 
Mr. Seidel found his limitation, and 
it is through no fault of his that 
there is a limitation, but the fault 
of his youth. Passion, poetry he 
has, but not yet the maturity of 
artistic experience, of knowledge, 
which can arouse in his hearers the 
loftier emotions that the andante 
éan be made to stir. Seidel’s art so 
far reaches its heights when it is 
objective. The subjective side na- 
turally has not yet reached its de- 
velopment. 

Romance, poetry, sung from the 
Sypsy airs by Sarasate, and a kind 
of talking machime group, includ- 
ing the Paderewski minuet arranged 
by Kreisler, Turkish march, of 
Beethoven, arranged by Auer, 
teacher of Seidel, and Brahms’ 
Hungarian Dance,” arranged by 
Joachim/ excelled the too familiar 
“Tschaikowsky Cantabile,” which 
everybody knows well enough to 
criticise.

ARMISTICE ENDS 
AND PEACE COMES 


Allies and Germany Will 
Exchange Ratifications 
of the Versailles Treaty 
Today. . 


Paris, January 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Tomorrow’s cere- 
mony, which definitely re-estab- 
lishes a state of peace between the 
allies and Germany, putting an end 
to the armistice, will. be divided in 
two parts: . 

The representatives of the five 
powers will meet first in the office 
of the minister of foreign affairs. 
Baron Kurt von Lersner, head of 
the German peace delegation, and 
Herr von Simson will be invited to 
sign in Germany’s name the pro- 
tocol of November 1. They will re- 
ceive from the hands of Premier 
Clemenceau a letter binding the al- 
lies to reduce the amount of ma- 
terial demanded for the destruction 
of German war vessels at Scapa 
Flow. A 

The second part of the ceremony 
will follow immediately in the clock 
hall. The thirteen powers which 
have ratified the treaty of Ver- 
sailles will be represented here by 
one delegate each. Minutes wil be 
drawn up on the following mat- 
ters: Signing of the Versailles 
treaty; signing of the protocol at- 


tached to the treaty, and signing of 
the agreement by the United States, 
Belgium and Great Britain, France 
and Germany, relative to occupation 
of the Rhine. After the signatures 
of these documents are completed, 
they will be handed to the French

OF U.S. ON PACT 


Washington, January 9.—It was 
said authoritatively here today that 
the Swiss government holds that’
